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YCSELDLSH E Committee of Eſtates conſidering how neceſiary ir is that ſome orderly courſe be taken how the 
YC & Forces to be kept up within this Kingdom may be entertained by the publick, with as little burthen as 
7e& may be to the Country ; Have theretorethought fir that a proportionable part of the Maintenance 
IS due by the Shires ſhall be particularly affigned to each Regiment or Troop for their entertainment : 
SS: And torthat end the Committee appoints the maintenance due out of the Shyres of 


To be allowed for entertainment of the Regiment or Troop which ſhould conſiſt of 

And tothe effe&t thar neither the Publick be prejudged by paying more <ouldiers then actually they have on 

foot, and that the Souldiers alſo want none of their due : The Committee ordains that there be a Muſter of the ſeveral 
Regiments and Troops, and upon atteſtation from the Muſter- Maſter of their particular numbers , that the Generall 
Commiſſary and his Deputies accordingly give out particular afſfignations upon ſo much of the Maintenance of the 
Shires aforeſaid, as will tall due for their entertainment for the ſpace of one moneth, and after the expiring of thar 
time,the Muſter- Maſter ſhall take new tryall of the number of the Souldiers, and the Collectors ſhall alſo try whether 
they have lifted more nor was aſſigned, and give atteſtation thereof, upon report whereof the Generall Commiſlary is 
to renew Orders for their afſignations according to the number atteſted , and where there is more lifred nor was aſ- 
ſigned, he is to give aſsignations for no more nor whart ſhall be found then due,the wholc intromiſſion being compred ; 
Andthe Committee allo is to take courle for the eaſe and reparation of the Shires {o oppreſſed and burthened: 
And the Generall Commillary hath hereby power and direion to renew orders for aſsignations every moneth, from 
time to time in manner above expreſſed, untill he be diſcharged by the Committee of Eſtates; And to the end the 
Souldiers may be the more orderly paid, and the Country people kept from oppreſſion : The Committee appoints the 
Maintenance aſsigned to any Regiment or Troop to be lifted up in manner after tollowing,vis.That the Officer of the 
Regiment or Troop ſhall intimate this their Aſsjgnement received fiom the General Commilſſary unto the Committee 
of War in the Shire or Shires reſpectively, and unto the Collectors thereof, and deſire them to advance in moneys, or 
givethem ſurety for the paying tothe the firſt tortnighrs pay, from the time of their entry ſet down in their locality ; 
And that the Committee ot War by tome of their number, or others, or by their Collectors, will give them Band tor 
co advance unto them the firſt day of every fortnight thereafter,their fortnights means,which if the Committee of War 
by themſelves, their Colledors or others bin.'e for and perform : The Committee of Eſtates doth abſolutely diſcharge 
any Officer or Souldier belonging to that Regiment or Troop to take any free quarter within that Shire, bur ſeeing they 
are orderly paid by the Shire, they ſhall orderly pay for whatſoever they take , With certification that if upon com- 
plaint verified tothe Officegs, he do not make reparation of rhe wrong, and condignely puniſh the offender , the Offi- 
cer ſhall be caſhiered with inflmy,and be obliged to ſatisfie the party ; Likeas, the Committee Ordains the Officers of 
that Regiment or Troop having thar locality, to furniſh what aſsiſtance ſhall be craved by the Commirtee of War , or 
by theſe who are bound for them, that they may exa& wharis due by any deficient for theirrelief , with allowance of 
Free quarter to theſe who are bound to this ſervice, ſo imployed by them upon the deficient his Lands untill he be pay- 
ed: But upon the other party, it the Committee of War in the Shires, after this intimation made by the Officers, ſhall 
refuſe to give ſurety, by themſelves or their ColleCtors,or by ſome others inthis orderly way, to advance a fortnights 
means, from fortninght to fortnight,or if giving the ſecurity,they ſhall fail in the performance: In theſe caſes the Com- 
mittee of Eſtates gives power and Warrant to the Officers of that Regiment or Troop,for to appoint any of themſelves 
. or any other they think fir to lift up the maintenance due by that bonds affigned to them, and for to have Free Quarter 
up9n all ſuch ceficients as will not advance unto them, or givethem ſurety for to pay duly their maintenance the firſt 
day of every fortnight, untill they ger fatisfaction therein ; but withall, abſolutely diſchargeth them totrouble any, or 
quarter upon any who thus advanceth or ecureth to them what is their due,to be payed arthe beginning of every fort-
